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REMARKS 

I. Status Of The Claims 

Claims 1-187 and 189-193 are pending in this application. 

Independent claims 19, 46, 73, 100, 1 10, 1 13, 1 16, 1 19, and 189, and those claims 
that depend therefrom, are allowed. 

Independent claims 1, 28, 55, 82, 109, 11 1, 115, and 1 17, and those claims that 
depend therefrom, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

With this response, claims 1, 28, 55, 82, 109, 1 1 1, 1 15, and 1 17 are amended. 

Claims 1, 19, 28, 46, 55, 73,82, 100, 109, 110, 111, 113, 115, 116, 117, 119, and 
189 are independent. 

II. Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. 112, Second Paragraph 

The Advisory Action rejects independent claims 1, 28, 55, 82, 109, 1 1 1, 1 15, and 

117 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, stating: 

"[c]laim 1, line 13 'a recipient', it should have been -the 
recipient-. Claims 28, 55, 82, 109, 1 1 1, 1 15 and 1 17 are 
rejected under the same rationale". 

With this response, Applicants amend each of independent claims 1, 28, 55, 82, 
109, 111, 115, and 1 17 in accordance with the Advisory Action's suggestion. 

Applicants respectfully submit that these claims at least as amended herewith, as 
well as those claims that depend therefrom, are in condition for allowance.
